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Each  new  year  we  try  to  have  the 
Director  o£  Nursing  write  a  resume  of 
the  past  year’s  progress  which  will  bring 
you  up  to  date  on  the  affairs  around 
Presbyterian.  This  year  we  are  happy  to 
have  Miss  Edith  Payne’s  review  of  the 
last  year.  As  the  new  Director  of  Nursing 
at  the  merged  hospital,  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke,  and  as  the  able  leader  and  guide 
in  the  planning  of  the  new  program  for 
the  new  school  she  has  given  us  an  ac¬ 
count  on  the  new  program.  Her  report 
follows: 

The  new  school  program  was  put  into 
effect  in  September  1957  with  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  a  class  of  203  students,  divided 
between  the  Presbyterian  and  the  St. 
Luke’s  Divisions.  This  new  curriculum 
of  two  years  of  basic  nursing  education 
and  a  third  year  of  salaried  nurse  intern¬ 
ship  has  as  its  primary  purpose  the 
preparation  of  the  nurse  to  assume  a  first 
level  position  in  her  profession. 

The  curriculum  emphasizes  the  im¬ 
portance  of  learning  about  the  patient 
as  a  normal  human  being  before  learn¬ 
ing  about  the  deviations  of  the  normal 
in  either  the  physical  or  emotional  aspect 
of  illness.  The  nurse  must  be  skilled  and 
able  to  perceive  the  patient  as  an  in¬ 
dividual  who  is  influenced  by  illness  if 
she  is  going  to  be  able  to  help  him  ad¬ 
just  to  the  limitations  of  his  hospital¬ 
ization  and  ultimately  to  help  him  plan 
his  return  to  life  at  home,  at  work  and  in 
the  community.  As  she  plans  and  gives 
nursing  care,  the  nurse  works  with  vari¬ 
ous  hospital  personnel  and  medical  staff 
who  actively  participate  in  or  contribute 
to  the  patient’s  care.  Her  relationships 
with  these  ))eople  as  well  as  with  visitors 
and  the  public  depend  on  her  awareness 
and  sensitivity  to  their  role  and  behavior. 


The  program  is  centered  around  four 
definite  areas: 

NURSING 

Nursing  is  the  central  core  around 
which  the  entire  curriculum  is  developed. 
The  student  learns  the  principles  and 
professional  techniques  that  she  must 
master  in  order  to  give  good  nursing 
care  to  Medical,  Surgical,  Obstetric,  Pedi¬ 
atric  and  Psychiatric  patients.  Instruc¬ 
tors  in  this  area  know  what  the  student 
nurse  is  learning  in  Natural  Science,  So¬ 
cial  Science  and  Communication  which 
will  better  enable  her  to  give  compre¬ 
hensive  care  and  they  incorporate  this 
knowledge  in  their  teaching  of  the 
student. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE 

The  area  of  Natural  Science  is  de¬ 
signed  to  give  the  student  knowledge  of 
the  normal  body  structure  and  activity 
through  an  integration  and  unification 
of  material  in  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry,  Nutrition  and  Physics.  Learn¬ 
ing  the  normal  is  basic  preparation  for 
the  student’s  understanding  of  the  ab¬ 
normal.  She  is  further  introduced  to  the 
understanding  of  the  interrelationships 
of  micro-organisms  and  the  diseases 
which  they  produce. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

This  area  of  study  introduces  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  the  basic  principles  of  Sociology 
and  Psychology  with  emphasis  upon  per¬ 
sonal  relations.  This  will  assist  her  in 
realizing  her  professional  role  in  society 
and  her  particular  relationship  with  the 
patient.  She  is  also  taught  the  principles 
of  human  behavior  and  personality 
wliich  enable  her  to  better  understand 
herself  as  well  as  her  patients. 
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COMMUNICATION 

The  course  content  in  Communication 
is  designed  to  aid  the  student  in  gaining 
skills  in  observing,  listening,  speaking 
and  writing  in  order  that  she  may  more 
effectively  communicate  with  others,  par¬ 
ticularly  her  patients  and  co-workers.  It 
further  aids  in  the  development  of  her 
ability  to  analyze,  interpret  and  apply 
ideas  expressed  in  oral,  visual  or  written 
form.  She  is  also  given  an  introduction 
to  American  Culture  so  that  she  may 
develop  an  awareness  and  appreciation 
of  her  cultural  heritage  and  its  effect 
upon  the  individual  and  his  life  today. 

This  curriculum  makes  a  great  deal 
of  sense  to  the  student  whose  ambition 
to  become  a  nurse  influences  all  of  her 
learning  and  achievement.  The  students 
have  talked  and  worked  with  patients 
from  their  very  earliest  experiences.  They 
are  learning  about  human  development 
from  birth  through  the  aging  processes 
and  at  the  same  time  they  are  learning 
about  the  patient’s  cycle  of  experience  in 
the  hospital  from  the  day  of  admission 
to  the  day  of  discharge.  It  is  important, 
too,  that  they  understand  the  needs  of 
the  patient  following  discharge  so  that 
the  patient  and  his  family  can  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  make  his  convalescence  and  re¬ 
covery  as  effective  as  possible.  We  are 
convinced  that  the  nurse  who  under¬ 
stands  all  of  the  aspects  of  patient  care 
will  recognize  the  patient's  needs  and  his 
responses  and  will  further  appreciate  the 
contribution  made  by  each  person  who 
has  contact  with  the  patient.  This  un¬ 
derstanding  will  help  the  nurse  to  better 
meet  the  needs  of  the  patient  and  fulfill 
her  particular  responsibilities  in  patient 
care. 

The  first  two  quarters  of  the  program 
have  been  completed.  The  faculty  has 
evaluated  these  first  two  quarter’s  work 
and  feels  that  the  program  has  been  even 
more  successful  than  was  anticipated. 
Our  plan  to  make  use  of  more  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  student  learning  in  the  ward  sit¬ 


uation  has  developed  satisfactorily.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  both  satisfied  and  stimulated 
by  their  experiences  with  patients  and 
are  highly  motivated  to  learn  from  these 
experiences.  They  are  showing  those  un¬ 
derstandings  and  attitudes  which  are  so 
essential  in  giving  good  patient  care. 

The  students  progress  as  they  indi¬ 
vidually  show  readiness,  and  as  a  result 
they  do  not  all  progress  at  the  same  speed. 
At  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  they 
had  all,  however,  accomplished  the  goals 
established  for  them  during  that  period 
and  many  had  progressed  beyond  that 
point.  The  successful  progress  of  these 
students  has  been  influenced  by  the 
marked  amount  of  interest  and  enthu¬ 
siasm  they  have  demonstrated  and  the 
initiative  they  have  shown  in  securing 
information  in  addition  to  that  presented 
in  classes. 

To  date,  the  attrition  rate  of  this  first 
class  in  our  new  program  has  been  quite 
low,  only  2.9%.  This  low  attrition  rate 
also  indicates  the  satisfaction  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  with  this  new  program. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  third  quarter  on  March  31, 
at  which  time  one-fourth  of  the  students 
will  begin  their  experience  in  Maternal 
and  Child  Care  Nursing,  one-fourth  will 
begin  Psychiatric  nursing  and  the  re¬ 
maining  half  will  continue  nursing  with 
clinical  laboratory  in  the  Medical  Sur¬ 
gical  areas. 

The  response  and  accomplishments  of 
the  students  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
faculty  have  convinced  us  that  we  can 
attain  the  goals  established  for  this  pro¬ 
gram.  As  we  continue  to  evaluate  this 
])rogram  through  each  phase  of  its  de¬ 
velopment  we  will  keep  you  informed 
of  its  progress.  We  believe  that  these 
reports  of  the  progress  of  this  new  pro¬ 
gram  will  prove  to  be  increasingly  inter¬ 
esting  to  you.
